The Fourth Annual Christmas Basket Drive rec¬ 
ently completed by our organization was a tremendous 
success. The committee, headed by Louis Mosqueda, 
did an excellent job in raising funds, purchasing of 
food and the actual distribution. In the raising of 
funds one cannot overlook the contribution made by 
Reed & Graham, a local asphalt paving business firm. 
In the past four years Reed & Graham has contributed 
$2000 for this generous cause. It is only fair to say 
that these contributions probably would not exist if 
Reed & Graham's office manager was not Robert Rod¬ 
riguez, a charter Forumeer. Thanks, Bob. 

In addition to voluntary contributions, a dance 
was held last September to raise funds for this purpose. 
There was over $200 profited by this dance. 


The second step entails purchasing of food at a 
reasonable price. Mr. Mosqueda and his committee 
went to work on the different supermarkets in the ar¬ 
ea. The Pink Elephant Market, 400 S. King Road, 
was the lowest bidder and was selected. There were 
62 baskets purchased for approximately $600. The 
basket contained a 15 lb. turkey, coffee, candy, and 
assorted varieties of canned goods. The final stages 
of the pro|ect is the distribution, and the most diffi¬ 
cult, in view of the many families in need. A list of 
needy families was obtained from the Salvation Army 
and the selection screening began. A letter was then 
sent to prospective recipients indicating their selec¬ 
tion of a Christmas basket. The food was delivered at 
Fred Vazquez's home, 430 North 10th Street, on 
December 21st. This same evening approximately 25 
Forumeers gathered at Fred's home to pack the bask¬ 
ets according to the size of the family. The next 
morning families responded to pick up their baskets 
but many were without transportation. It was then 
necessary to make personal deliveries.

Salvo muy contadas escepciones, se puede de¬ 
cir que tanto de un lado como de otro se ha obrado de 
acuerdo con los sentimientos personales. 

Por ejemplo, las personas que viven en los Es¬ 
tados Unidos; las leyes de este pais no obligan a nadie 
para que adquiera la ciudadania Estadounidense, pero 
tampoco se la niegan al que puede cumplir con los re¬ 
quisitos establecidos por las leyes. 

Sin embargo, hay muchas personas que han vi¬ 
vido en este pais por muchos años, han formado una 
familia, tienen negoicos o empleos estables, conocen 
la idioma, las leyes, las costumbres y a pesar de que 
tienen todas las calificaciones para hacerse ciudad¬ 
anos, se reusan a tomar la ciudadania, algunas veces 
con la esperanza de regresar a su pais de origen y ot¬ 
ras solo como un sentimiento de gratitud a la tierra 
que los vio nacer, aun cuando no tengan ni la mas 
remota esperanza de volver a su patria. 

Este es un acto de gratitud, nos resistimos a 
pensar que sea patriotismo, por que de ser asi, se hu¬ 
biera permanecido en la patria, para compartir ¡unto 
con los que se quedaron alia, ais glorias o desdichas, 
los triunfos y las derrotas de esa tierra a la que tanto 
se ama; no por esto dejamos de reconocer que es un 
bello gesto de lealdad y gratitud. 

Por otro lado, si el haber venido a este pais 
como residentes se solo con el fin de aprender un ofi¬ 
cio, sistema o profesión, con la mira de volver al pais 
de origen, es justificado no tomar la ciudadania: en 
los casos que por cuestiones politicos se ha tenido que 
buscar refugio y se piensa volver en cuanto la situa¬ 
ción la permita, es otra razón para no adquirir la ci¬ 
udadania; también los que han emigrado con la esper¬ 
anza de hacer alguna cantidad de dolares y regresar 
a su patria para establecer alguna industria o nego¬ 
cio que le asegure un mejor medio de vida. En todos 
los casos en que el objetivo es regresar al pais de ori¬ 
gen, es perfectamente justificado no tomar la ciudad¬ 
ania. 

La otra parte, la persona que ha adquirido la 
ciudadania también tiene sus razones; si durante los 
años que ha vivido en este pais ha encontrado mejor 




medio de vida que en el suyo propio, si ha formodo 
una familia que tiene hondas raíces en esta que es ya 
su patria y no piensa salir de ella, lo mejor es acep¬ 
tarla como su patria adoptiva. Los que abandonaron 
el solar patrio acosados por una dictadura, por la 
miseria por falta de medios para el desarrollo de sus 
justas aspiraciones de progreso o por otras diferentes 
razones y han encontrado aquí la seguridad y los me¬ 
dios que en el suyo no encontraron, consideramos na¬ 
tural que como una muestra de gratitud a esos bene¬ 
ficios que no tuvieron en su suelo natal, tomen la ci¬ 
udadania del lugar en donde han encontrado campos 
propicios para la germinación de la semilla de sus 
ideales. 

No por eso se puede tachar a estas personas de 
ingratas o antipatriotas ya que al tomar la ciudadania 
demuestran su gratitud y su patriotismo y aunque ale¬ 
jadas y desligadas materialmente de su pais, lleven 
dentro de su corazón y como en un altar el recuerdo 
de la tierra donde vieran la primera luz y sin duda 
a la manera de sus posibilidades están siempre dis¬ 
puestos a correr a su ayada cuando la patria lo de¬ 
mande, en la misma forma que un hijo lo haria por su 
madre aun cuando vivirá separada de ella.

From Mintorno to Rome..And North to Florence 
(An Artillery Battery on the Italian Front) 

Lalo Ruiz was 18 years old when he underwent 
Armored training in Fort Knox, Kentucky. He was 
transferred to an Artillery unit of the 88th Division 
of the Fifth Army and sent to Oran, Africa, in Dec¬ 
ember 1944. 

The prior September the Allies had invaded It¬ 
aly and were fighting for their lives on the beaches of 
Salerno. The allied forces broke out of Salerno and 
by October they had captured Naples. Lalo's artil¬ 
lery unit was shipped to Naples from Africa and sent 
to the front at Mintorno. The big stumble-block on 
the assault on Rome was the monastery at MonteCas- 
sino. The Germans were entrenched in the mountains 
blocking the path of the advancing Fifth Army. On 
May 11th, 1944, after being held to a standstill for 
. some time, a fierce attack was launched at Cassino. 
Night after night Lalo' s artillery unit poured shells 
at Monte Cassino but the Germans returned the fire 
from their vantage point on the mountain and inflic¬ 
ted heavy casualties. 

After heavy bombardment by artillery and air 
the Germans gave up Cassino on May 18th and thus 
the way was opened for the assault on Rome by the 5th 
Army and the British Eighth. American and Allied 
Forces had established a beachhead to the north at 
Anzio and the drive was on to join forces. The 5th 
Army made a powerful thrust to Velletri and Valmonte 
and gained control of the Appian Way and the para¬ 
llel railway. 

After some fierce fighting the Fifth Army liber¬ 
ated Rome on June 4th. There was no time for Lalo's 
unit to enjoy Rome as the 88th Division and the Fifth 
Army spearheaded a drive along the west side of the 
Italian coast toward Florence. For three months La¬ 
lo's artillery unit covered the Infantry on their north¬ 
ern assault. The 5th Army went on to take the south¬ 
ern outskirts of Pisa and to clear the enemy from the 
south bank of the Arno from the coast to Florence. 

September 14th, 1944 Is a day that Lalo Ruiz 
can hardly forget. While his unit rendered support 
to the infantry west of Florence a German 88 shell 
landed near Lalo' s battery. Lalo reminisces, " I saw 
the shell explode and it put our artillery piece out of 
commission but it didn't knock me off my feet." La¬ 
lo then felt something warm on his chest and saw that 
he was bleeding from a shrapnel wound. He scattered 
about 50 yards where a Medic picked him up and ev¬ 


acuated him. The piece of shrapnel went right thru 
Lalo's chest and shattered three ribs, his shoulder 
blade and pierced his left lung. 

Lalo spent five months in a hospital in Rome re¬ 
covering from his wounds where he had three opera¬ 
tions. After a year of non-combat duty he was sent 
home with a Purple Heart and a battle star for the 
Italian campaign. 

Now Lalo is an enthusiastic bowler currently 
averaging 184. He plays with the Peninsula Traveling 
League bowling against the best in the county and al¬ 
so for the San Jose Refrigeration Team who has won 
three league championships. He is employed by Mont¬ 
gomery Ward as an appliance repairman and resides 
with his wife Elvira and two children on McVay Ave. 
in the east foothi I Is. 

Once in a while Lalo remembers when he was 
19 and the seven month journey that started at Min¬ 
torno and ended west of Florence.
